The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance: The Prior Art of Record, which includes newly cited Smith 
(5,384,679) does not disclose nor suggest the claimed combination 
found within Independent Claim 18. The claim includes that the spacer 
element is secured to the spring clip with a fusible mass and that the 
spacer element has a tapering at a section lying between the outer 
electrode and the spring clip, the elements being arranged so that 
upon the fusible mass becoming molten, the spring clip presses against 
the outer electrode. There does not appear to be strong motivation to 
modify the Prior Art resulting in the claimed combination of Claim 18.
